question was the task of tbe .State and not of private individuals. 
What aggravated tbe crime was that tbe blackmailer bad false y 
claimed to be a member of tbe S.A. 


Suicide 

A Jewish couple, Herbert and Margurcto Reppeu, aged fortj-six 
and forty respectively, have been found drowned in the X 4 ind\^hr 
Canal, Berlin, near the Lichtenstein Bridge in the liergartcn. The 
couple had tit*<l tlieinselves togcthia* with string, reports the 
Berlin Pres.*?, and then committed suicide. Herr Reppen, fornicrly a 
sniall-sealo banker and stockbroker, had been ruined following the 
advent of the Nazi regime, having bwn exelud^ from the Stock 
Kxchnnge. An unnouneciiient in tlie Berlin Jewish G^eindeblatt 
reports .simjilv the death of the couple, whose funeral, it is dcclareti, 
lind already taken place quietly. 

Front Line Fighters Threatened 

An inth<*ation tliat all JewLsh law’yei“s who are still pennitted to 
practise, on aeeotint of \\’ur service, will soon be deprived of this right, 
W’as given last week by tbe Ministi'y of Justice in a circular 
out to every biwver tleinanding a new registration of origin, “Aryans’* 
to answer in j'ctl and “non-Aryans’* in blue, in order to render classifi¬ 
cation easier. I’liis order is in line with the s{)ecohi*s delivered at 
the Nuremberg L'ongi'css, demanding that not a single Jew should bo 
admitted to German courts. 

GERMAN NEWS ITEMS 

The President of Police in Leipzig lias onnounced tliat any Jewish 
men or “Arvaii** girls arrested for Hassenschande (friendly relations 
between “Aryans'* and “non-Aryans’* of opposite sex) will have their 
photograjihs displaytHl in the Rogues Gallery, at pobco ^lieadquartcrs 
in order to “ protect the public from ciiniinal boha\’iour.*’ 

Dr. Heinrich Huxkb, a member of the Reichstag, who wrote 
an article demanding that Jews should be deprived of their economic 
jiositions, '* iM>t because of egoistical reasons, but because of national 
self-interest,” has been api>ointetl by Hitler as Ministerial Consultant 
on Economic Questions. 

The Nationalblatt, of Coblenz, publishes a list of local Jewish 
riiopkoepers, doctors, lawyers, cattle-dealers, etc. The list is supplied 
by the district leadei-ship of the Nazi Hagd or Artisans’ League. 

Hans Hinkel, Commissioner for Jewish Cultural Affairs, 
announced at a meeting in Diesden that the purge of the Jews from 
German cultural life lias been completed. 

“ Those mointoining social relations with Jews are traitors to 
the nation, and no ti-aitor is to enjoy citizenship in our midst,” says 
an order issued by tho Mayor of Hol^nbacb, near Coblenz. 

Jsws are no longer to be allowed to enter cinemas in Kiel, with 
one sole exception—that ot a Jewish-owned cinema. A notice is 
also to be displayed at tbe municipal theatre telling Jews they are 
not wanted., ___- 

-"-TiTEnSlANNHEiMER Gbmeikdeblatt reports that four Jewish 
communities in tbe Saar are about to be dissolved. They include 
the HombUrg Community of wh'ch only four or five families remain, 
and the St. Ingbert community, where there are practically no 
Jews left. 

The last thirty Jews in the Reich Railway Company have been 
dismissed, 

A .lEW named Max Neu, of Langen (Hesse-Nassau) and an 
"Aryan” named Katbarina Nagelscbmidt have been sent to con¬ 
centration camps for having been guilty of ” racial desecration.” 
The “ crime “ occurred before tbe passing of the Nuremberg Laws.

The Scuw.\iiZE Korp.s, the official organ of the Storm Troops, 
has launched n campaign against tho Hamburg Museum of 
Vulkcrwissonshaft (Ethnology). That Museum, which is being 
kGp6 up mostly l>y tlic well-known Jowisli ftvmily of AliiX 
has among other things a department dealing with Jewish life ninl 
culture, including, for instance, an ancient tablet of the Ten 
Commandments. The Schwabze Kobts demands the removal of aU 
these objects on the ground that “Jews are not a people of cuUure.’’ 

Hanks Johst, tho author of a notovTouS anti-Jewish play, * The 
Prophets,” has been appointed President of the Ueichs Literary 
Chamber. He is tbe Nazi ” laureate,” and recipient of the National 
Socialist Party’s Art Prize. 

In Harburg, a i>oi’t near Hamburg, the District Nazi Leader has 
announced that the tlisplay of anti-Semitic signs is not ‘’individual 
action against Jews.’’ 

The Home for Jewish Chi!di*on at Furth has been closed down 
and convertetl into a Nazi ngricultural school.

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THE FOOTBALL MURDER 


How Baumgartner Was 


GERMAN DENIAL-AND THE TRUTH 

Three weeks ago we reported that according to tlic Czech 
newspaper, Czeskb Slowo, tlie organ of Dr. Benes, n Jewish footballer 
named Baumgartner was murdered by Nazis during a football match 
between German and Poltsli teams at Ratibor in German Upper Silesia 
on September i5th. This story, wliicli also appeared in other papers, 
was utilised in connection with tlie protest against the entertaining 
of a Germiui football team on the Totteniiom Hotspur ground in this 
country on December 4th. Whereupon the German Embassy in 
London gave publicity to a denial issued some time after the murder 
by the German News ^ency. Vfe have now obtained the full facts, 
which are as follows. 

A football match between German and PoUsli teams was.arranged 
to be played at Ratibor on September 16tli. It was postponed on 
account of a more im|M>rtant German-Polish match in Breslau the 
same day, and it was at Breslau that Baumgartner was murdered. 
Jews were forbidden to attend the match, posters over the gates 
announcing: " Jews Not Desired.” A few young local Jewish sports- 
roeii scanebow obtained seats and in view of the presence of foreigners 
they were allowed to stay till the end of the iitatch. When the>’ 
emerged into the street afterwards the^' were attacked and so merci¬ 
lessly beaten that one of them, Baumgartner, a native of Breslau and 
son of a German-Jewidi ex-soldier who was killed in the War, had to 
lie taken to the municipal hospital, where he died three days later. 

This murder was reported in the local Press, the Breslau 
NACHRlctrrBN, in the following terms: “Impudent Jews who dared 
to appear at tlie match were treated accordir^ly. One died,” The 
paper was quickly seized by tlie police and tlie story was expunged; 
Later iLlei^ed out in a form that was incOTrect tn minor details in 
tlie Ozechoslovedc Press, whence it found its way to the Press of Poland, 
uf the Vatican and of this oountiy'. 

The German denial, which iras only then issued, is correct in as 
far as Baumgartner w'os not murdered w’hile pla>'ing football at 
Ratibor; he was murdered after watelling football at Breslau. Never- 
theksB, he was murdered. And lie was murdered because he was a Je^v 
watching a football match. So much for Captain Tschammer-Osten’s 
pledge to the Olympic Committee that there would be no discrimination 
in Gt>rmany against Jews in sport. 


The Olympic Games 


American Labour Urges Boycott 

Dr. Di«Q, the General Seoretarj’ of the Organising Committee 
for the 1936 Olympic Games, is mnlcing an aeroplane tour of a number 
of £hiro}>ean cities in order to canvass support fur the Gomes being held 
in Bot^. Together with. C’aptain von Tsclianimer-Osten. the Nazi 
Sports Leader, he will deliver ^dresses in Atliens, Sofia, Belgrade and 
Zagreb to the representatives of the national Ol^Tnpic Committees. 
Further plans are being made for addresses in Ziirich, Paris, Usbon 
and Amst^dam. It is good that Geruiam- finds it necessary' to 
organise such a propaganda campaign. 

There is furtho* good news fironi the United States of America. 
The Am^can Federation of Labour, the largest trade union organi^- 
tion in America, which has a metnbership of over 2,600,000, at its 
atmtial ocHiVMition in Atlantic Cit^*. last week adopted a resolution 
opposing participation by the Unit^ States in the CN>Tapic Gam^ 
if they are held in Berlin, and forbidding members of the Federation 
to compete in such Games. 

In a letter sent on Monday to. Ih*. Tlieodor Lewald. who, it is 
reported, will be sent to the United States by the Nazi Government 
to counteract the campaign a^inst American non-participation in 
the Olympiad, Mr. Jeremi^ T. Mahonej', President of the American 
Amateur Athletic Union, declares that the investigation conducted 
by the Amateur Athletic Union has fully established the cliarges oon- 
ceitung the existenoe of racial and religions discrimination in Germany. 
In Ills letter to Dr. Lewald, who is tlto Chairman of the Organisation 
Committee of the Qaxnee, Mr. Mahon^' states that "as a result of 
ray invest^ikm, I am con^Tneed, and I cannot see how you can deny 
it, that Uie German Jews are b^ng excluded from any possibility of 
pt^tetpaiing in the International Games. If Germany to-day 

has no Jews of Gftympic c^bre, it is becai^ she has denial than

Complete Boycott of Gemuui Piayen 

Our Amsterdam Correspondont writes: 

VVitliin the space of a fortnight, two important ^Kirts’ organisa'* 
tions in Holland have, by their action, publicly expressed their con¬ 
demnation and CM>nt^npt of the discrimination now practised in 
Germany against “ non-Aryan ” sportsmen, with especial reference 
to Jewish athletes. Following upon the decision of Royal Dutch 
Gymnastic Federation to refuse to participate in the Olympic Games, 
the Netherlands Billiards Association at a largely attended meeting 
in Amsterdam liavo agreed by an ovcrwhelmmg majority to aever 
nil connections with similar organisations in Germany. 

Tlus dcxrision is far-reaching and drastic in its wide application 
and implies the con^)lete boycott of all German billiard players. As 
the result of it, no Dutch players ore to take part in contests in which 
German players participate and no matches wall be organised by the 
Dutch-Federation wliich would provide even tho remotest possibility 
of the admission of German contestants. Tlie new situation thus 
crested leads to the withdrawal of tho Dutch Association from the 
world championship tournament organised by the International 
Billiards Federation, to which the German Billiards Association is 
affiliated. Tho Dutch Association recognises the risk to which it haa 
exposed itself and which has raised the possibility of its being 
r^uested entirely to resign its membership from the World Federa¬ 
tion. The feeling of the general meeting, however, was that that 
eventuality was to be preferred to the probable creation of discord 
among the numerous adherents of the BiUuirds Association in Holland.
